SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Tuesday, April 15", 2014, | was working as contracted, uniformed security 
officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews 
International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


At approximately 1030hours, | was dispatched to 6920 Hollywood boulevard 
(Starbucks Coffee) regarding a large group seated at the front of the locations 
entrance. The B.I.D. has recently received numerous complaints from the 
surrounding businesses regarding local transient groups loitering, sitting, lying 
and blocking the sidewalk. On several occasions in the past, my partners and | 
have warned several subjects for sitting and blocking the sidewalk in front of 
the stores entrance and or nearby public sidewalk. 


As we (BID Officer Ayala and Sgt. McCall) drove up Hollywood Boulevard from 
Vine Street, we observed a male White adult (who was later identified as S/ 
Belrose, Billy DOB: 10/17/1995)) seated on the sidewalk in front of the location. 
McCall advised me that he had warned Belrose for sitting on the sidewalk at the 
same location, approximately 2 hours prior. McCall advised Belrose of the 
consequences of being seated on the sidewalk. McCall advised Belrose 
understood the advisement. 


ARREST: 


We advised Belrose that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see

attached for) for 41.18(d) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (No sitting, lying or 
sleeping on the sidewalk). Belrose was handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for 
safety and comfort) without incident. We escorted Belrose to FB-4’s patrol 
vehicle, placed him in the rear passenger seat and seat belted him in. 


CITE and RELEASE: 

McCall and Ayala transported Belrose to the B.I.D. office where LAPD patrol 
Officer Riggen verified Belrose’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law 
Enforcement Telecommunication). Belrose was issued a “Release From 
Custody” citation for the listed charge (RFC# D14197) and was ordered to 
appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 


90007, on 05/25/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch 
Commander Lieutenant Randolph.

Belrose has no prior contact with B.1.D Officers.
